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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: 

Species I: Figures 1-14; the angle 66 lies in a preselected range relative to the 
angle 01 . 

Species 1 1 : Figures 1 5-1 8; the size of a gap Gp for development is dependent 
on the grain size of the earner and the amount p of the developer scooped up onto the 
sleeve. 

Species III: Figures 19-24; to maintain the developer layer in an optimum 
condition before it enters the developing zone C by calculating an apparent coating ratio 
M.
